I HE men making- up the vie tori 


ous rebel armies of northern 
Mexico have been drawn from 
districts where schools were 


Impossible under their government, am 
the majority can boast of little educa 
tlon, If any. 
Many are ignorant am 


blindly follow leaders In whom the: 
place confidence, and these leaders an 
influenced by the overwhelming senti 
nient existing In t'io ranks for a fintsr 
fight and the accomplishment of tlv 
demanded 
reforms 
before they put 


away their arms. 


Under tho existing conditions amonjj 


the rebels of Mexico it is doubtful 
whether all the leaders, even if In 
agreement' " could bring about peace 
until the demands of their men have 
been at least partially met 


These fighting men havo been eject' 


cd from hinds which their forefather: 
hold as community lands and either 
made homeless wanderers or worst 
than slaves. Now they are demanding 
that the land be divided, and, having 
been deceived by empty promises be 
fore, they will Insist upon action before 
disarmament. 


They, although1 the poorest of the 


poor of the land, have paid tho hulk 
of tfrcr lax.ltiori necessary for tho run- 
ning of i heir federal and state gov- 
ernments. 
They have paid a tax to 


kill their hogs and cattle, and many 
of the^ had not eaten meat for monliis 
nnd months until they came upon Ter- 
raza's herds. 
They demand that the 


landed proprietors pay a full share of 
the taxes. 


Having experienced years of op- 


pression and misery under the nile of 
the Cicntificos, they demand to be led 
to battle until they have exterminated 


their enemies. Until they march Into 
the City of Mexico as conquerors i 
will bo a hard matter for their leader 
to convince them that they havo nt 
talned thefr desire. 


The thousands of fashionably dresset 


Mexicans fighting this rebellion in th< 
hotel lobbies of Los Angeles, El 
and San Antonio and other cities 
for tho most part Cie-ntificos, and 
will he noticc-d that they are careful 
not to stray across tho line. 


l^ey are not In the Federal army 


fighting- as patriots, but they are of- 
fering advice to the American people, 
They want the Americans to go into 
Mexico and kill oft' the men thisv art 
afrairt of and then turn the Government 
over to them. 
t 


General Villa Made Supreme. 


When tho break came between Gen 


erals Francisco Villa and Venustinno 
t'nrranza the cause of the rebels, which 
.his country has more or less approved, 
received a shoclt only to bo followed by 
ho o.uick declaration that the differ- 
inces had been patched up and that 
>eneml Villa again was master of tho 
iltuatto'n. The nows was as joyously 
welcomed in the United States as it 
was gloomily received in the Mexican 
capital, where General Huerta hoped 
0 profit Immensely by the division of 


1 Is foes. 
It soon became known how every one 


'f fourteen generals In tho central an'd 
lorthern divisions of the Constitution- 
alist army, even to General Manuel 
Clmo, one of his bitterest enemies, rai- 
led to the support of General Villa, 
xnd how General Carrania, openly do- 
led by the military chiefs, wan forced 
o hack down from his position that 
ilia's resignation must stand. 
From a- situation which citme peril- 


msly near eliminating Villa, from al! 
uturc military activity, tin; conqueror 
>f Torreon, San Pedro and 
Sultillo 


merged triumphant arid became more 
wverf ul and firmly entrenched than 
Ver. 
It was planned that he should 


ontinuo to recognise Carmnza's nu- 
hnrity as tlrst chiof, btH on terms of 
iis own, which have be-on agreed to by 
It of his generals. With the fall of. the 
npltal tlie program of General Villa 
kas to call a Tnteuns" of all the military 
hicfs of centra!, northern, eastern and 


•stern Mexkt> and to uphold whoever 


hey decide upnn for the provisional 
resident. Tills was the program un- 


der the order of things when Villa took 
Use bit in. his teeth, and Villa was su- 
premely confident that he could ful- 
fill it. 
' 


General Villa is extremely friendly 


to Americans, and when his chief, Gcnr 
eral Carranza, wrote the letter to Pres- 
ident Wilson, in which he insisted that 
the presence of Americans in Vera 
Cruz would force him into war against 
the United States, Villa went on a 
special train to Juarez, where lie gave 
out an interview, in which he said that 
Americans would have actually to fight 
tbe Mexlean peopie before he would 
object and that he could not be drag- 


ged Into a war with Americans as long 
as they wero fighting Huerta. 
. 


He also expressed the hope that the 


Americans would bottle up Vera Cruz 
so tight as to prevent even water get- 
ting in. This declaration cleared up 
the situation, and there was no more 
talk of the rebels Joining with Huerta. 
' When Villa answered the Mexican 
generals who invited him to join them 
against the Americans tie not only re- 
fused, but politely informed those offi- 
cers that he intended to shoot them 
as soon as he could catch them, lie 
sent a trusted agent to Zapata, and 
thero vras no Federal-rebe! under- 


standing anywhere. 
Villa insists ho 


will mako no compromise with any 
Cientinco. 


Carranza, a man of education, hon- 


esty nnd great patriotism, baa" often 
made the samo statement. 
ITls posi- 


tion is a peculiar one. He is by com- 
mon consent head of the revolutionary 
movement. 
While he Is looked upon 


as a man of the highest character by 
all the followers of tho revolution, Car- 
innza is not the kind of a. man to lead 
and control tho thousands of desperate 
and unruly spirits making up the real- 
Jy efficient fighting force now in the 
field, and in Mexico, as nowhere else, 


tho Individual in the ranks Is to bfl 
largely considered In making any peace 
term: 


Christened Francisco by his parents, 


but more often called "Pancho" by his 
friends, Villa early in Jlfe allowed his 
Latin-Indian Instincts.to overcome his 
discretion and he killed a Mexican offi- 
cer who had induced his sister to elope. 
He was outlawed anil shortly was con- 
;idered the most desperate outlaw with, 
which the authorities had to deal. 


Tho Federal-and state governments 


finally put a price of 20,000 pesos upon 
his head because he was making open 
war upon the men running- tho state 
government. The rurales wero put in 
the field to capture him and during a 
number of years fought him more than 
forty times, wounding- Villa nine times 
and suffering a loss of thirty-nine kill- 
ed. This result discouraged head hunt- 
Ing In official circles to such'an extent 
that Viltn operated for some time be- 
fore the Madero revolution almost un- 
molested. 
Gave Plunder to Poor. 


As is very common in Mexico, Villa 


conducted his operations as a "revo- 
utionist." He drove off tho herds and 
took liberally of the stores of the rich 
'supposed to be friendly with the stato 
administration. He is known to have 
distributed his plunder to the poor oC 
his district 


He did not molest foreign Industrial 


enterprises nor attack travelers unless 
they were ot the factions he Insisted 
wero his enemies. 
He Is believed to 


have killed only when cornered, al- 
though he Is accused of having1 raided 
Chihuahua, the chief city, and killed a 
high official. 


The official Is said to have sent word 


to Villa that ho would kill him within 
a1 month. Villa sent back the promise 
that he would kill the officer within a 
week and went into the city to do it.

Many aro Ignorant an 
blindly follow leaders in whom the 
place confidence, and these leaders ar 
influenced by the.overwhelming sent! 
ment existing in the ranks for a finl: 
fight and the accomplishment of th 
demanded reforms 
before they pu 


away their arms. 


Under the existing conditions among 


Ihe rebels of Mexico It is doubtfu 
whether all the leaders, oven it "In 
agreement,, .co.uld bring about peace 
until the demands of their men hav 
been at least partially met. 
, These fighting men have been eject- 
ed from lands which their forefathers 
held as community lands and either 
made homeless wanderera or worse 
than slaves. Nrow they aro demanding 
that the land be divided, and, having 
been deceived by empty promises be 
.fore, they will Insist upon action before 
• disarmament. 


They, although tho poorest of the 


poof of tho land, have paid tho bulk 
of .the taxation necessary for thc-run- 
nlng of* their federal and state gov- 
ernments. 
They have paid a tax to 


kill their hogs and cattle, and many 
of them had not eaten meat for months 
end months until they came upon Ter- 
raza's herds. 
They demand that the 


landed proprietors pay a full share of 
the taxes. 


Having experienced years of op- 


pression and misery under tho rule of 
the Cientlflcos. they demand to bo led 
to battle until they havo exterminated 


their enemies. Until they, march into 
the City of Mexico as conquerors 
will be a hard matter for their leader 
to convince them that they have at 
tained their desire. 


The thousands of fashionably dresse 


Mexicans fighting this rebellion in th 
hotel lobbies of Los Angeles, El Pas 
and San Antouio and other cities ar 
for tho most part Clentlncos, and i 
will be noticed that they are carefu 
not to stray across the line. 


They are not In the'Federal army 


fighting ns patriots, but they aro of- 
:ering advice to the American people 
They want the Americans to go Into 
Mexico and kill oft the men they are 
afraid of and then turn tho:governmem 
over to them. 
Seneral Villa Made Supreme. 
When tho break camo between Gen- 
rals Francisco \i\\n ^un Venustiano 
Carranza the cause of-the rebels, which 
his country has more or less approved, 
ecelved a shock only to be followed by 
he quick declaration that tha differ- 
nccs hnd been patched up and that 
5eneral Villa again was master of tho 
ituation. The news was as Joyously 
'elcomed In the United States as it 
•as gloomily received In tho Mexican 
apital, where General Hucrta- hoped 
o profit immensely by the division of 
is foes. 
It soon became known how every one 
f fourteen generals In the central and 
orthern divisions of the Constitution- 
list army, even to General Manuel 
hao, one of his bitterest enemies, ral- 
cd to the support of General Villa, 
nd how General Carranza, openly de- 
ed by tho military chiefs, was forced 


back down from his position that 


ilia's resignation must stand. 
From a situation which came perll- 


usly near eliminating Villa from all 
uturo military activity, the conqueror 
f Torreon, San Pedro and Sal'tillo 
merged triumphant and became more 
owerful and firmly entrenched than 
ver. 
It was planned that ho .should 


ontlnuo to recognize Carranza's au- 
hority as first chief, but on terms :of 
Is own, which have been agreed'to by 
I of his generals. With the fall of the 
apital tho program of General; Villa 
as to call a meeting of all the military 
ilcfs of centra], northern, eastern and 
estern Mexico and to uphold whoever 
h&y decide upon for the provisional 
resident.

• General Villa Is extremely friendly 
to Americans; and when his chief,,Gen- 
eral Carranza, wrote the letter to Pres- 
ident "Wilson, in which he insisted that 
the presence of Americans in Vera 
Cruz would force him into war against 
the. .United States, Villa went on a 
special train to Juarez, where he gave 
out an interview, In which he eald that 
Americans would have actually to fight 
the Mexican people before -he would 
object and that ha could not be drag- 


ged into a war with Americans aa long 
as they were fighting Huerta. . 


Ho also expressed the hope that the 


Americans would bottle up Vera'Cruz 
so tight as to prevent even water get- 
ting In. This declaration cleared up 
tho situation,' and there was no more 
talk of tho rebels Joining with Huerta. 


When Villa answered the Mexican 


generals who invited him to Join them 
against the Americans he not only re- 
fused, but politely Informed those offi- 
cers that he intended to shoot them 
as soon as he could catch them. He 
sent a trusted agent to Zapata, and 
there was no Federal-rebel under-

Carrauza, a man of education, hon- 


esty and great patriotism, has often 
made tho samo statement His posi- 
tion la a peculiar one.

all the followers of th'e revolution, Car- 
ranza is not the kind of a man to lead 
and control tho thousands of desperate 
and unruly spirits making up the real- 
ly efficient lighting force now in tho 
field, and in Mexico, as nowhere else, 


the Individual In tho ranks Is to bo 
largely considered In making any peace 
terms. 


Christened Francisco by his parents, 


but more often called "Pancho" by hlg 
friends, Villa early In life allowed hlg 
Latin-Indian instlncls to overcome his 
discretion and ho killed a Mexican offi- 
cer who had induced his sister to elope. 
He was outlawed and shortly was con- 
sidered the most desperate outlaw with 
which the authorities had to deal. 


The Federal and stato-governments 


finally put a price' of 20,000 pe^os upon 
fils head because he w.as making open 
war upon the men running tho stato 
government The rurales were put in 
the field to capture him and during a 
number of years fought him more than 
forty times, wounding Villa nine times 
and suffering a loss of thirty-nine kill- 
ed. This result discouraged head hunt- 
ng in official circles to such an extent 
hat Villa operated for some time De- 
ore the Madero revolution almost un- 
noles'ted. 
Save Plunder to Poor. 


As Is very common in Mexico, Villa 
onducted his operations as a "revo- 
utionlst." He drove off tho herds and 
ook liberally of tho stores of the rich 
upposed to ba friendly with tho stats 
dministration.- He Is known to have 
istributed his. plunder to the ppor-of 
is district. 
Ho did not molest foreign industrial 
nterprises nor attack travelers unless 
hey were of the factions he Insisted 
•ero his enemies. 
He Is believed to 


avo killed only when cornered,- al- 
:iougH he Is accused of having raided 
Chihuahua, tho chief city, and killed a.

Pry Door Off Safe in 


Lynn Store and Es- 
cape With Loot 


LYNN', July 13.—Making use of 
a 


heavy jimmy which had been made es- 
pecially 
for 
such 
worlc, 
yegrgmen 


wrecked the safe In the store of the 
Berlin company, clothiers, at 56 Mar- 
ket street, early yesterday morning 
and got away with 5247 In cash and a 
diamond, valued at $200. In their haste 
to escape from ihe store on the ap- 
proach of the police, the yeggs over- 
looked two diamond earrings, an as- 
sortment of jewelry which filled a com- 
partment In the safe and left behind 
them tho heavy folding Jloiniy, anoth- 
er smaller one and several tools. 


Patrolmen James P. Donohue dis- 


covered that something unusual was 
going on in the store. In order to reach 
the rear entrance he was forced to 
take a roundabout course from Mar- 
ket street, and 
the time consumed 


gave the robbers a chance to escape 
by ascending a rear stairway to the 
second floor and then leaving by the 
main entrance on Market street. 


The police- are convinced that the 


men wcra professional safe crackers. 


With the exception of two men and 


a woman, who stood In a nearby door- 
way for several minutes, nobody was 
seen about tho store for a half-hour 
preceding- tho discovery of the robbery. 


The police notified tho departments 


of all surrounding places, but the ac- 
tivity of outside officers resulted In 
nothing more than the arrest In Chel- 
sea o£. two alleged Juvenile hoboes. 
From the stories told by the train- 
men on tho all-night train, running 
on the Narrow gauge railroad, it Is 
probable that the robbers were among 
the five men who boarded the 3.15 
train for Boston at tho West Lynn 
station.
